Mr. K P.- Trivedi, Professor of Oriental 'Languages? 
Eiphinston and Deccan Colleges, asked me In 1901 for 
certain information regarding the great commentator, 
Kolachala Mallinatha Suri I wrote to him in reply that 
Mallinatha Suri was my ancestor -and the other particulars 
regarding him, were not- known and. that I 'would collect 
and furnish him. with them. I' thought then that the 
traditional family information. I then had, was of little avail 
till substantiated by some authentic record, A long and 
patient. research ..has put me in possession of information, 
beyond all manner of doubt in all respects but one which^ 
however, Is .supplied by me as I gathered it from reliable 



- 2. All my efforts to fix the exact limits of each 
man's life between my great ancestor and me, proved 
futile. However, this long research has enabled me to 
calculate the probable time of their existence. 

3, Professor Trivedi, in his preface to Ekavali> 
places Mallinatha Suri towards the end of the fourteenth 
century. The reasons given by him for fixing that period 
will equally hold good even when we place him in the 
middle" "of 'the " fifteenth century or still later. "However, I 
place before the reader certain information which would 
father enable him to fix the period somewhere in the 
fifteenth century. The great king " Pfatapa Rudra " who 
reigned ever Orissa, . Telingana and other Provinces ,- died 



about A.D. 1320. Vidyadhara, a great Saiiscrit scholar, 
wrote " Prataparudria " In praise of him. It Is not known, 
and it canaqt .be gathered from the book, whether that 
Sanscrit scholar wrote it during his life-time t>r after. He 
is also the author of Ekavali, a book on poetics. Mallinatha 
Suri is a commentator of the latter book (Ekavali) while 
his second son Kumaraswamy Somayaji is the commentator 
of the former (Prataparudria). Somayaji, in his commen- 
tary; informs us that himself and Peddi Bhatta are the 
two sons of Mallinatha Suri, and that he read under his 
elder brother Peddi Bhatta, Later on, he also says that 
there was formerly a great scholar by name Vidyadhara 
who collected all gems in literature. This would lead one 
to infer that -Vidyadhara lived long before Somayajulu*. 
Kumaraswamy Somayajulu had a son by name Malliswamy 
Somayajulu. This sonship of Malliswamy Soniayajulu to 
the commentator -Kumaraswamy though at present tradi- 
tional, was> I am reliably informed, borne out by a 
record a gift^deed which is now lost, A close relation 
of -us who died last year aged 92 informed me that the 
village of Oolur in the Bellary Taluk was granted as' 
Agraharam to Malliswamy Soniayajulu and his own ances- 
tors by the- famous Krishna Deva Raya by a deed of 
gift which deed had been in his possession, when some, 
fifty years ago the Collector of Bellary who collected all 
such deeds, took it from him and did not return it. This 
information substantiates what 1 have heard already and 
I have no reason to doubt it, as it proceeded from an 
aged gentleman who renounced his wordly concerns and 
was a Sunniasi. His sons and grandsons are still alive 
in Qplur. 

Taking the above for a fact and taking also into 
consideration that the famous king Krishna,. Deva Raya 
died. ;ibout the year 15.30; we may safely inf.enthat Kumar.a 



swamy Spmayajulu lived during the latter half of thefifteentli 
century, and his father Mallihatha. Suri the great commen- 
tator, in the first half ' of that century. Further, we have 
got the .following record, to show that Kolachela, .'S.afvadeva 
Somayajulu son of the above Malliswamy Soili^yajulu was 
living and was taken as one. of the.fpiuv.,yajamanas of Oolur 
in 1564, 

The following -iS'-a free English translation of ttte 
Record alluded to above; This is dated' S< S. -148-6 corres- 
ponding to A . D . 1564. 

THE AGREEMENT RELATING TO THE PRAYASCHIT. 
IN THE AGRAHARAM.. 

41 The unanimous agreement written by the educated 
portion of the Oolur Agraharam on the 5th day of the 
bright fortnight in the month of Sravana in the year Krodh-a, 
1486 of the era of Salivahana, relating to the ceremonials 
(rituals), customs and Prayaschit : In all matters like the 
rituals, customs, Prayaschit and income, the course should 
be decided by a select body composed of (1) Sarvadeva' 
Somayajulu, son of Kolachela Malliswamy Somayajulu (2) 
Thimmavadhanulu son of Yagneswara Somayajulu (3); 
Thimmayya son of Yagnanarayana and (4) Sarvadeyai 
Somayajulu son of Yayavaram Maheswarabhattu, Kurnam. 
of Oolur. If any of these four is absent, no decision is- 
valid without the knowledge of the absentee. This, decision, 
is binding on all. The community should not make any 
decision in matters relating to the rituals, customs. Pra- 
yaschit and others, without these four men. 

Assented by (1) Kolachela Somayajulu (2). Oolur 
Kurnam Yayavaram Sarvadeva Somayajulu (&) Thimmayya 
son of Yagneswara Somayajulu (4) Thimmayya son of 
Yag-nanarayana Deekshathulu. 

The above four have consented to form the select 



committee.. A violation of this agreement will be punished 
by exclusion from, Swasthi and- 'Punydhavachaham . 

This is written by Oolur Kurnara Sarvadeva 
Somayajulu son. of Maheswarabh-attu^ and attested by 25 
Brahmins." 

4. The above Sarvadeva' Somayajulu had a son by 
name- Malli Seshadri Daekshit. In the latter'^ life, the 
.village of Oolar was- snatched away from its possessors 
during: the anarchy that prevailed after the battle of Talikota 
In 1564,- bat the great scholar Dsekshita recovered it from 
Hundi Kanumappa Naik, Poligar of Ariantapur, C. P. 
Browiiej'in his annals of Haodeh Anantapur, mentions that 
a tract west of Beilary was granted to the above Poligar in 
J569 and that he died in 1532. Therefore, our- ancestor 
Deekshit must have recovered the village of Oolur, between 
1569 and 1582. 

5- Deekshifs son was Malli Suria Narayana, 
During Ills life-time there were disputes between him and 
other learned men about the Yajamaniam (head-member- 
ship) of the village and the matter was, referred to the then 
reigning king of Anegunii ani his decision that some others, 
also along with Malli Saria Narayana. were the Yajamanas 
of the village, is still in the possession of the heirs of the 
old Sunniasi referred to in para 3. He ad his son Bhaskar 
Bhat left the village in disgust and settled in Jantakal, a 
village on the other side of the Tungabhadra in the Nizam's 
dominions, where also, the family owned' lands. His 
grandson Vencatarami Deekshit was a great scholar and 
acquired landed property in Gajendragada, a native state 
in the Dharwar District and settled there till his death in 
the 98th year of his age.. He left three sons Subfaa Sastri, 
my grand father, and Bhaskara Sautri. Of these Subba 
-Sastry was an eminent and far-famed pundit. He was

iii the Bombay Presidency. He "described in verse the 

Yagnaat which he was present and received a great reward.- 

Chidambar Deekshit introduced Subba Sastry to the great 

^Chendit Lai" his pupil and the Vazier of the Nizam, who-' 

did not take long to recognise his great scholarship and 

gave him. the Jaghir of : " Chsikankal n near Koppal on the 

western side of the * Tungabhadra. This Jaghir is still in 

the possession of my famly. He wrote many books in 

Sanscrit and I am doing all I can, to collect them with the 

double object of publishing that eminent scholar's works 

and of gathering such family references as are likely to be 

found therein. He renounced the world entering on the 

fourth Asrama and lived the life of a religious recluse in 

Gajendragada for about twenty years.. His Saraadhi (tomb) 

in that place is till to-day frequented by many. 

6. As the family properties were lying scattered 
in the Presidencies of Bombay and Madras and in the 
Nizam's Dominions, Subba Sastry left his younger brothers 
in diffef ent places to manage them. Thus Gangadhara 
Sastry, my grand father, settled in Kamalapur near the 
famous Hampi to look after the landed property there and 
in the villages of Oolur, Pandipad, Kadarampoor, Anegundi ? 
Siddammanahalli and Rampuram and other places. After 
him my father, Setupati Sastri, lived in Kamalapur 
continuing his father's work. He was the minister of Sree 
Thrumala Deva Rayalu r Rajha of Anegundi and died in 
Kamalapur in 18-65. On his death my brother-in-law Mr., 
Tinnevalli Komaraswamy lyah of Bellary brought my elder 
brother K. .Vencata Rao r and me subsequently, to Bellary 
for English education and it is to his affectionate care, that 
we brothers owe our Education and present position.

Ekavali, writes it as a tradition that Kolachela was a village' 
owned by a mighty Zaniiudar in the fourteenth or tiie 
fifteenth century. This may probably be true and J attach- 
to it another traditional incident in my knowledge. The 
ancestors of Mallinatha Suri had, it appears, lived in, 
Pandipad a small village near Qolur. They were known, 
as Pandipadu people. Pandipadu in Telugu is called : 
Hundihalu in Canarese. As these names mean a place for 
hogs Mallinatha Suri converted the term into Sanscrit 
" Kolachela " and he and his descendants have been since, 
known as Kolachela people. My family has got an Inanx 
land in Pandipad. How the name was further altered into 
Kolacherla is not known to. me. I find in one or two books. 
only, the family name appearing as Kolacherla. 

8. In conclusion I express my gratitude to Professor 
Trivedi for setting me in motion to find out who I am and 
whence 1 came, .
